“Old Rhuebarb,” has just given another 
indication of his remarkable business saga- 
city by making use of the preposterous 
English libel law to obtain from an insur- 
ance compaay, with which he had been 
connected as agent, a few hundred pounds 
in the shape of damages. The offence tha 
could be 2G SO to the compeay. was tha 
it had seen fit tosever ite connection with 
Lord William on the ground of his exces- 
sive demands for commissions, and that it 
had thereupon issued a circular notifying 
ite subagents and customers that Lord 
William’s cy had been rescinded by 
order of the Directora, That is all, and 
there is no reasons given and no com- 
ments. 

To ordinary business men thir circular 
can hardly have appeared as libelous, since 
it was manifestly necessary that the 
company should notify ite clients that Lord 
William wae no longer connected with the 
concern, and the circular accomplished this 
in the least offensive manner poasibie. The 
jury, however, gave # verdigt in his favor, 
and thus the unfortunate insurance com- 
pany cow stands mulocted not only in dam- 
es, but also in costes. 

The whole affair is likely to make business 

people and joint stock companies very chary 
in future about employing men with handles 
to their namea, since, according to the 
decision just given, it will be opento any 
one of these young aristocrats who loses 
his place ont! x. as of incompetency, 
neglect,or even dishonesty, to inoncediately 
sue his employers for libel, no matter how 
gently they may have let him down. 

Lord William may be said to be one of 
the pioneers of the aristocratic trading 
movement. He first of allembarked in the 
wine business, thuting for orders among his 
olub friends and acquaintancea. Then he 
joined Murietta’s bank aad married one of 
the Murietta girls, his fa-her-ip-law, how- 
ever, failing shortly efterward,much to his 
dismay. At the present momen he fs a 
sort of general agent and makes a special 
basiness of ‘‘discovering” new millionaires 
of Australian, South African or American 
origin, and _helping to leunch them sooi- 


ally.

Accidents in factories are said to be mach 
more frequent in bad weather than in good, 
and physiolegical phenomena like te 
jerk seem to be dependest on it in some 
measure. Iteeffect on the appetite is well 
known,and tea tasters, who have cultivated 
the sense of taste till it hae become almost 
abnormal, say that in good weatber this 
seuse is more delicate than in bad weather. 
No systematic stady of all these faste and 
relations has yet been made, but such a 
stady would doubtless well repay the 
investigator.

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STATUTE LABOR DISTRICTS. 
One of the greatest inducements 
for settlement in the North-West 
Territories has undoubtedly been 
the entire freedom from municipal 
and provincial taxation which the 

rairie farmer enjoys. To the rate- 
pintaoel immigrant from European 
countries the contrast could not 
fail to be pleasing, and it is perhaps 
natural that a strong feeling exists 
throughout the country in favor of 
preserving the immunity. There is 
widespread distaste of municipal or 
any organization which involves 
the payment of taxes. The settlers 
seem willing rather to bear the in- 
convenience of poor roads and in- 
adequate fire protection, than to 
take the first step in a course that 
may by and by lead to uncon- 
trollable taxation... This caution 
and economical tendency on the 
vart of the settler is not to be light- 
i. condemned. It is certainly per- 
ferable to the opposite extreme of 
extravagance Yet, itis true that 
such economy may be overdone. 
There is such a thing as false econ- 
omy. There is an economy which 
will throttle enterprise, and make 
progress impossible. That kind of 
economy is rather a hindrance than 
a help toa country or a_ district. 
The truism, “ in unity is strength,” 
applies to farming communities 
quite as well as to every other 
branch and calling of life; and the 
community in which there is no 
union of the settlers to meet the 
common requirements of the  dis- 
trict, is bound to be a community 
which is frittering away its calcul- 
able corporate strength, and which 
is falling short of the mark assign- 
ed to that community as the attain- 
able possible. “For or against” is 
in everything recognized as an im- 
perative condition ; therefore is it 
reasonable to assume that a com- 
munity that is not united, is divid- 
ed; and a community — divided 
against itself cannot do itself jus- 
tice. The settler who remembers 
the taxes that were levied in the 
land of his nativity, should remem- 
ber also the conveniences and ad- 
vantages enjoyed by all in that 
Jand, and which would not have 
been enjoyed but for the hated 
taxes collected. The tax was heavy, 
but it certainly was not all thrown 
away. Asa matter of fact, unless 
under careless management, the 
payment of a tax should ensure a 
compensating advantage. The 
danger is not in primary organiz- 
ation, but in the possible extrava- 
gance that follows the organization.

‘trict. Every male inhabitant over 
/18 years and under 60 years of age, 
shall be assessed one days work, 
which may be commuted for $1.00.

Bad Taste and Odors in Winter 
Butter. 


We hear much about the “ taint of preg- 
nancy,” “bitter taste,” “‘animal odors” and 
and “‘frosted feed” affecting milk and cream 
and especially do these odors and taste 


show as soon as the cows come to the barn! when ted in the ordinary way. But we 


at the beginning of winter. This winter, 
owing to the sudden and long continued 
cold of early winter and consequent tight 
shutting up of barns and stables, these 
troubles of the butter maker and dealer 
have been especially prominent. From 
mearly 20 years experience the writer ie 


convinced that nine-tenths of these bad 
tastes and odors are the direct results of 
ignorance or carelesaness on the t of 
those who have the care of the cows, milk 
and cream, A-cow in a normal state of 
health will give miik free from bad taste or 
odor. But ehut the cow up ina tight box 
of a stable where she is obliged to take 
back repeatedly into her lungs the disoxy- 
genized air she and her companions have 
breathed and sweet pure milk -cannot be

he office of the lungs is twofold : to pass 
in to the blood the lifa giving oxygen of 
the air and pass out the carbonic acid gas, 
the wast product of combustion that has 
been absorbed by the blood in its circulation 
through the body; or, in other words, to 
swap the waste gases or smoke for the life 
sustaining gases. Thus the stableman who 
shute up his animals ina tight, ill ventilated 
stable to keep them warm warms the out- 
sides of their bodies at the expense of the 
inside. 

Another common soarce of contaminated 
milk is insufficient water. While once a. 
day may be often enongh fur dry stock, I 
do not believe it is for cows in full flow of 
milk and more especially when feeding 
heavy with cottonseed meal and other rich 
grain foods. When the water comes from 
a barnyard well that really is a cesspool for 
the barnyard itself the water is badly con: 
taminated. 

If sweet, pure milk is wanted a plentiful 
supply of pure water must be supplied to 
the cow to enable her to properly dilute the 
blood and juice of the body and thus wash 
away through the kidneys the waste pro: 
duct ; otherwise, they are likely to go to 
the milk. 

I would no more think of keeping cows 
in astable without a plentiful supply ot 
absorbents than of keeping them without 
sufficient food. One of the best is the cheap- 
est and costs only the gathering and stor- 
ing, namely, dried earth from the field ; in 
most cases the use of this will save enough 
of the nitrogen of the manure that would 
otherwise waste to pay for the trouble and 
expense of gathering. 

here are upwards of 40 different species 
of bacteria that live and propagate in milk, 
some ef them injurious and some beneficial, 
so that the dairyman who wishes to have a 
first-class. product needs to know something 
about these minute forms to enable him to 
steer clear of the injurious ones, 


Borrowing Farm Tools. 


We have known men to walk two miles 
to grind an ax on a neighbor's grindstone 
—felt to poor to buy one of their own 
And yet we have seen these same fellows 
with tanks so full of firewater that locomo- 
tion was impossible. 

It is not always the poor who thus impos 
upon others. The rich or well-to-do ar 
often the greatest offenders, for this is one 
of tne byroads towealth, We know arich 
man who lives in town within a stone's 
throw of a handsome store, yet he makes 
an annual practice of borrowing so simple a 
thing as a garden rake from his-poor neigh- 
bor. 

Let us make the inconsistency of this 
business more apparent. A inves*s $500 
in farm machinery. Eight per cent, interest 
on this is $40. B instead pute « like 
amount in yourg cattle and uses A’s toolu. 
The cattle grow in value and at the end of 
the year perhaps B has made a> hundred 
per cent, on his investment, A’s tools are 


‘| the worse for ** wear and tear.” B invests 


and reinvests his money in young stock till 
at the end of ten years it may have increas- 
ed at a low estimate tenfold, while A’s 
tools with B’s help are worn out and the 
original investment, to say nothing of 
minor expenses, is gone tu the dogs. Would 
it bemore unreasonable for A to ask B 
for a share of the profits then for B to help 
wear out A’s tools without any pecuniary 
returns? If there is anything fair or just 
in such a ** lopsided” affair, we wish some 
one would point it out, ,

and if unable to do either, do without. 
We did not think there was any one in this 
world who was under obligations to keep us 
in farming tools,

ROVING THE SEAS WHISTLING. 


Travels @f the Whistling Bacy That Broke 
Adrift from Cape Cause. 


There are several whistling buoys now 
drifting about in eccentric fashion with the 
currents and storms of the North Atlantic. 
Two of them are still whistling, according 
to the logs of steamships that arrived last 
month. The most notable of the lot was 

riginally anchored by a heavy chain cable 
at Cape Canso, the extreme easterly point 
of Nova Scotia. This buoy has two whistles 
which have been blowing since December, 
1893, and have doubtless caused many mari- 


ners who have encountered the buoy on 
dark nighteor toggy days to think that they 
were out of their reckoning, and to be fear- 
ful for a moment for their vessels. 

The Cape Canso buoy was torn from its 
moorings by heavy ice that drifted down 
with the Arctic current in December 1893. 
It followed the current for more than a 
month. It was first observed by a passing 
craft on Jan. 22, 1894. It then took asouth- 
westerly course, and drifted in that direc- 
tion until Feb, 9 when it came within the 
influence of the Gulf Stream and northwest- 
erly gales, and started off to the southeast, 
crossing the steamship track and getting 
about 180 miles southwest of it. It then 
dritted in a northeasterly direction and 
struck into the steamship line again late 
in April. It followed the lane for more 
than 700 miles, and on July 5, 1894 it took, 
a leg east-southeast. Currents and storms 
sent it flying northward on Aug. 10, and it 
went completely across the steamship track 

gain. It was seen on Nov. 13 up in lat. 
51° more than 100 miles above the Euro- 
pean side of the steamship track ; then it 
was driven diagonally across the track once 
more, presumably by strong northwesters, 
and was last sighted on Feb. 9 by the British 
steamship Mab, which was bound from a 
European port to Galveston. It is probably 
now with a cluster of derelicts, knocked 
out by the February. hurricanes within 400 
miies of the Irish coast, The Captain of 
the Mab reported that the buoy was heavily 
freighted with barnacles and very rusty, 
but was hoarsely blowing as well as when it 
drifted away irom Cape Canso, The sign 
on its side **Cape Canso” was not in the 
least affected by the weather. 

Thetrack of this phenomenal drifter is 
longer than that of some famous derelicts. 
It has been seen fourteen times by ocean- 
crossing vessels, The probability is that 
thie record might be doubled ii all crafts 
that had passed it had reported it.

THE WONDERFUL CLOCK. 


of a farmer, who had inherited it from his 
father. Neither the latter nor his son could 
tell how it came to be an heirloom in the 
peasant family. 

Expert clock makers claim that it is the 
work of some inventive genius of the period 
of Henry !I. For some mysterious reason 


all imitations thus far attempted have been 
failures, The original 18 a sort of water 
clock, not, however, altogether such in the 
accepted sense of the term. As is shown 
by the picture it is made in the shape of a 
narrow, upright chest, In its front slits a 
cylinder is suspended on stout cords. The 
cylinder turns on ite ayis as it moves up 
and dowp and indicates the time on the 
two face boards—on the one the hours and 
on the other the half and quarter hours, 
When the cyclinder is on top then all the 
cord is twined around it and in proportion 
to the rapidity of its descent the cord is 
unwound. It takes the cylinder just thirty- 
six hours to make the round trip, eighteen 
hours each way, the movement maintaining 
a perfect regularity. It is thus that the

Belgium Grows More Drunken. 
There has been an extraordinary increase 

of late in the consumption of alcoholic 
liquors in Belgium. This fact was brought 
out very clearly in a discussion on the 
subject which occurred recently in the 
chambers. M. Lejune, former minister of 
justice, declared that the nation was re- 
verting to a new form of barbarism which 
could ouly be described by the term 
alcoholic barbarism. From statistics fur- 
nished by him, it appears that the revenue 
from the excise, which amounted to 4,000,- 
000 francs iu 1851, has now reached the 
total of 33,000,000 ; that during the same 
perivd the number of public houses has 
increased from 53,000 to 175,000 and that 
the annual consumption of spirits is at the 
rate of 12 litres per adult, His figures 
show also that from 1851 to 1858 criminal- 
ity increased at the rate of 200 per cent, 
and insanity at the rate of 145 per cent., 
and that of every 100 deaths among the 
maie portion of the community eighty can 
Le traced to alcoholic causes. M. Lejune 
attributes thie disastrous state of things to 
two causes. The firet 1s the insufficiency 
of the food procurable by the working 
classes, and the second the poisonous 
quality of the spirite purchased by them.
